On October 22, 2019, at approximately 2140 hours, three uniformed officers assigned to the Hollenbeck Area 
Special Problems Unit were in the area of E. 1“ Street and S. Gless Street looking for a named homicide 
suspect, Rudolfo Coleman. The officers were in a white, dual purpose police vehicle. After turning south on 
Gless from 1* Street, the officers observed Coleman walking on the west sidewalk. As they stopped and began 
to exit their vehicle, Coleman fired unknown type weapon(s) at them resulting in an Officer Involved Shooting 
(OIS). Coleman then fled south on Gless and west through the houses. A perimeter was established and a K-9 
search for Coleman was conducted utilizing officers assigned to the Metropolitan Division K-9 and Special 
Weapon and Tactics (SWAT) Units. The search proved fruitless as Coleman was not located nor taken into 
custody. 


At the time of this report, no evidence has been located to suggest Coleman had been struck by any of the 
rounds fired by the officers. 


One of the involved officers received a minor abrasion to his right knee during the incident (No medical 
treatment necessary). 


Force Investigation Division (FID) responded and is handling the administrative investigation. 


The criminal investigation is being handled by the FID Criminal Apprehension Team (CAT). They are 
coordinating efforts with the Gang and Narcotics Division/FBI Task Force and Hollenbeck Area Homicide 
Unit to locate and arrest Coleman.
